Regarding claim 1 1 , the applicant argues parts a and b. More specifically, the applicant argues that the certificate of DeBry is associated 
with the document source which isn't a sender of the received digital document (the will-call certificate). The examiner fails to see how the 
document source is not a sender of the certificate. Item 2 of Fig 1 clearly illustrates that the document source is a sender of the will-call 
certificate. 

Regarding claim 1, the applicant argues that DeBry fails to teach the limitation "the digital certificate of the sender is authenticated" 
because DeBry authenticates the receiver, not the sender. As explicitly discussed in the previous action (see page 8, line 25), the sender 
is the document source. Part a calls for "a sender of the received digital document". Again, the document source is a sender of the 
received digital document (will-call certificate). 

Regarding claim 10, the applicant argues that DeBry does not teach "a store of digital certificates, each certificate being associated with a 
received digital document". The examiner disagrees. DeBry discloses maintaining a store of will-call certificates. The will-call certificates 
are associated with a received digital document from a print server (DeBry: 4 of Fig 1). 
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
